» Esch envelope is marked with 
small lines in. the lower right side 
of the enyclope that will allow the 
Post Office machincry to ségre- 
gate the mail Into 1040 and 1040A 
patches before if arrives at the 
IRS processing center, What this 
means igs faster and more accu- 
rate classifying at the Service Cen- 
er, 

The Post Office has assured the 
Internal Revenue Service that this 
systam will substantially increase 
thelr productivity in the handling 
of tax returns. It also eliminates 
stops in the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice’s processing cycle. This will 
mean a speedier federal tax re- 


fund for taxpayers,

Tho 2nergy bill represents a ma- 
or step toward a true national 
energy policy, Unfortunately, it 
took Congress and the White 
Hotise two long years of debate 
and maneuvering to proditca this 
needed legislation, During 1976, it 
will be the task of the Congress to 
pass companion measures to the 
energy bill. Especially vital are 
plans to exparid conservation of 
petroleum and natural gas sup- 
plies and the development of re:

Of paramount importance in 
1976 will be the revitalization of 
the American economy, Despite 
significant legislative action in 
1976, the United States is still

Have you recently had to show 
your driver's license to cash a 
cheek or establish eredit? 

Because blind persons don’t 
drive cars they do not have this 
means of identification, 

To correct this situation, the 
Maine Department of Human Ser- 
vices, in cooperation with the 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee to 
the Bureau of Rehabilitation, will 
issue all legally blind people, up- 
on request, an identification card 
which will be considered proper 
identification for this purpose. 
This card has the full endorse- 
ment of the Maine Bankers Asso- 
ciation, 

Maine is the first state in the 
country to use this particular inno- 
vated approach. 

Paul Rourke, Director of the Di. 
vision of Eye Care, says there are 
over 2300 legally blind people in 
the state. He estimates that be- 
tween two and three hundred 
blind people will ask for the iden- 
tification card the first year. A 
Person ig considered legally 
blind if their vision with best cor 
tion with glasses is 20/200 or less 
in the better eye or has restriction 
in the visual field to 20 degrees 
or less. 

Individual photos are an im- 
portant component of this identi- 
fication ecard and the Bureau of 
Alcoholic Beyerages will be mak- 
ing its statewide traveling color 
photo ID teams available for this 
purpose.

PROPOSED LEGISLATION 
WOULD ASSURE CONSUMER 
MAJORITY ON BC/BS BOARD 

A bill proposed to the Special 
Session of the 107th Maine Legis- 
Jature would insure that the ma- 
jority of the Board of Maine Biue 
Cross and Blue Shield is represen- 
tative of the consumer, 

Cosponsored by Representatives 
Charlotte Z Byers of Newcastle 
and Warvey Devane of Ellsworth, 
the bi proposes changes in the 
enabling legistation under which 
Motne Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
operates go that a majority of the 
organization’s directors would not 
derive Income from the delivery 
of health services, The current 
law requires that a majority of the 
board be representatives of pro- 
viders of health services. 

Tho legislation is supported by 
Maine Blue Cross and Blue Shield. 
A November vate of the Executive 
Committee of the Maine Blue 
Cross Board directed the Board 
Nominating Committee to develop 
a plan to implement a clear con 
sumer majority on the Board. To 
provide the legal right to effect 
{he Nominating Committee's plan, 
ihe Board charged Legislative 
Coungel with the task of securing 
such changes in the enabling leg: 
islation, The Legislature's Refer: 
ence of Bills Committes was ¢x- 
pected fo reach a decision on ade 
mitling the legislation Jan. 14. 

Impetus for the Board action 
calling for the change in the 
Board structure came from the 
four regional Consumer Advisory 
Councils, which advice the Maine 
Blue Cross and Blue Shicid Board 
ot consumer needa and percep 
fiona, In this function the councils 
regularly review Maine Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield policies and acti- 
vities, and a major recommenda: 
tion 39 asked for inercased con- 
sumer representation on the 
Maine Blue Cross Board of Dir 
rectors. The byJaws of the organ- 
jzatlon plovernings Board composic 
tlon cannot be changed until the 
legislation controlling the way 
which Maino Blue Cross operates 
ig changed, prompting the Board 
action to seck a change in legisla 
tion,

patsare Yor Maine Biue Cross and 
Dlue Shield to effect necessary by- 
lawa and Board changes, Con:

Last year, taxpayers nationwide

Contributions to the fund, which 
are to be distribuled among all 
eligible Presidential candidates, 
does not increase the amount of 
fax paid or decrease the amount 
of refund due, Jennings said, To 
designate, taxpayers simply check 
the “Yes" box on line 8 of Form 
1040 or 1040A. On a joint return, 
cach taxpayer has the option of 
designating to the fund. Taxpayers 
who do not wish to designate can 
decline by checking the “No” box,

ed, “a husband can check ‘Yes’ and 
hile wife "No! or vice versa* 

Although the filing deadline has 
passed, (axpayers may still desig: 
nate $1 from their 1974 taxes for 
the fund, if they did not do so 
Iast year, by filing a Form 1040X 
not later than Dee, 31, 1976, ac- 
cording to the district director.

This Week in 
Washington 


by Senator Edmund S. Muskie 

The yearly break between ses- 
sions of Congress gives us an ap- 
portunity to get back to our con- 
stituents, discuss problems and is- 
sues with them, and prepare our- 
selves for the coming year, 

I began a two-week trip to 11 
Raine counties last week, and I 
found a wide vange of ptoblems 
on people’s minds, _ 

High on the lst of concerns was 
the situation in Angola, and the 
question of American involvement 
in that nationalist struggle. I 
found that most people share my 
view—I think we have no business 
getting Involved militarily in An- 
gola, even fo the extent of aupply- 
ing military arms, I am disturbed 
hy the Involvement of the Rus- 
sians, and the recruitment of Cu- 
ban mercenaries to fight in Angola 
I think the people of Angola 
should be left to work out their 
problems for themselves, 

We should put pressure on the 
Russians to get out, but I do not 
think the answer—for Angola or 
for onr own intérests in the 
world—is to try fo counter the 
Russian military effort in that Af- 
rican nation. 

Maine people understand the 
legzons of Vietnam more ¢learly 
than many people in the govern- 
ment. With the Vietnam experi- 
ence behind us, the people do not 
want to risk a similar involve- 
ment in Angola. 

In fact, the Russians themselves 
run a risk of becoming bogged 
down In a senseless military ef- 
fort there, and may decide that 
thelr own interests are not be- 
ing served by continued involve- 
ment, 

Of course, highest on the list 
of concerns of Maine people are 
problems relating te the economy 
the need for more and better 
jobs, energy costs, problems with 
the food stamp program and waste 
in government spending, At Saco 
Tanning Company, one man put it 
this way: “From where I sit, it 
seems all you fellows in Washing- 
ton spend all your time fighting 
each other and not enough time 
working on our problems.” 

I can understand his frustration. 
Especially in a recession, the easy 
way to rin a government is fo ad- 
opt negative policies — to make 
policy by vetoes and not by posi- 
tive efforts to mect our prob- 
lems head on. I think there has 
been too much of this sort of 
negative government, and I think 
Congress, at least, will be in a 
mood to be positive when it comes 
back into session next Monday. 

For my part, I will begin work 
next week on ‘the congressional 
hudget in the Senate Budget Com: 
mittec, and I plan to introduce 
a package of reforms designed to 
force a review of our bureaueratic 
structure and to identify pro- 
grams that can be eliminated or 
combined, I think the two jobs go 
hand-In-hand, and I will write 
more about them in a future col- 
umn.
